The  Committee  to  nominate  new  Treasurers  reported,  and  report 
laid  on  table. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Furman  Theological  In- 
stitution, was  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  received  and 
adopted,  and  an  abstract  ordered  to  he  printed,  wish  the  minutes  of 
the  Convention  and  that  the  Constitution  and  Rules  of  the  Board  as 
amended,  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Minutes. 

The  Committee  charged  with  devising  H  scheme  for  the  effective 
operation  of  Volunteer  Agents  in  obtaining  contributions  for  the 
support  of  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
Report — 

That  they  have  given  as  much  consideration  to  the  subject  as  time 
and  opportunities  would  permit.  They  have  not  been  unanimous 
in  their  opinions  as  to  the  efficiency  of  Volunteer  or  unpaid  Agen- 
cies, or  the  expediency  of  adopting  that  mode  of  proceeding;  but 
submit  the  following  plan  as  the  best  that  occurs  to  their  minds,  if 
the  Convention  decide  that  it  is  advisable  to  employ  unpaid  or  Vo- 
lunteer Agencies. 

1st.  That  the  Pastors  of  Churches  connected  with  the  Conven- 
tion, with  all  others  favorably  disposed  to  its  objects,  be  requested 
to  form  Societies  in  their  neighborhood, auxiliary  to  the  Convention, 
forthe  support  of  Education  and  Missions,  which  shall  raise  con- 
tributions at  such  stated  periods  in  such  way  as  shall  be  judged  to 
be  most  likely  to  be  successful,  consistently  with  the  elevated  spirit 
atid  the  pure  disinterested  christian  love  proper  to  these  exalted 
objects. 

2d.  That  a  volunteer  or  unpaid  agent  be  selected  for.  each  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Slate,  (but  the  same  Agent  may  set  ve,  if  thought,  ad- 
visable, for  two  or  more  Associations)  to  solicit  contributions 
throughout  its  bounds,  so  as  to  apply  at  every  church  and  to  every 
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individual  likely  to  favor  his  application,  in  such  way  as  will  be 
best  calculated  to  succeed. 

3.  That  where  the  Agent  is  a  pastor  of  a  Church,  his  Church 
be  affectionately  and  respectfully  requested  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  will,  by  the  aid  of  the  ministers  of  the  Churches  which  he 
shall  visit  in  his  different  tours  for  collecting  contributions,  by  ex- 
changing pulpits,  enable  them  without  interrupting  their  own  reli- 
gious services  on  the  Sabbath,  and  without  making  too  great  a  self- 
sacrifice  of  the  labors  of  their  Pastor,  enable  him  to  give  up  his 
services  efficiently  to  the  promotion  of  these  Gospel  objects,  which 
must  be  felt  to  be  entirely  in  accordance  with  the  views,  duties  and 
wishes  of  every  sincere  follower  of  the  Lamb  of  God. 

Brother  Rambaut  reported  a  letter  to  the  Salem  Association, 
which  was  received  and  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  collection  taken  up  on  Lord's 
day,  be  divided  equally  between  the  Education  and  Foreign  Mission 
objects  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  a  committee  consisting  of  brethren  T.  W.  Rambaut, 
T.  Mason,  L.  O'Bannon,  were  appointed  to  ask  of  Rev.  Prof.  J.  S. 
Mims  a  copy  of  the  introductory  sermon  preached  at  the  opening  of 
this  Convention,  for  publication. 

On  motion,  Resolved  unanimously,  That  this  Convention  accede 
to  the  invitation  from  the  Central  Association  of  Georgia,  to  send 
delegates  to.  a  meeting  to  beheld  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  in  May 
next,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  on  the  expediency  ot  forming  a 
Publication  Society  within  the  geographical  limits  of  the  Southern

T.  W.  Haynes. 

Brother  T.  T  Hopkins,  repoited  a  letter  to  the  Georgia  Slate

On  motion,  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body 
are  due  to  the  Brethren  and  citizens  of  Barnwell  and  vicinity,  for 
their  hospitable  entertainment  during  this  convention.

Tuesday — Morning  Session, 
At  12  o'clock  on  Tuesday  morning,  Convention  met,  and  after  & 
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hymn,  brother  Shephard  prayed.  Brother  Brooks  reported  a  letter 
to  the  N.  C.  State  Convention  which  was  received  and  adopted. 

Brother  T.  T.  Hopkins  reported  a  letter  to  the  Baptist  Slate  Con- 
vention, which  was  received  and  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions,  having  had 
these  important  subjects  under  consideration,  present  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God  is  the  gracious  remedy  for 
the  disorders  of  our  fallen  world.  But  like  all  remedies,  it  is  to  be 
applied  and  felt  to  produce  its  effects.  It  is  for  this  reason,  that  it 
is  to  be  preached  in  the  whole  world  and  to  every  creature.  This 
important  duty  is  committed  to  men,  not  to  Angels,  to  men  who  have 
felt  its  saving  power,  who  know  its  value,  and  who  burn  with  desire 
to  make  its  efficacy  known  to  their  fellow  men.  And  the  Churches  of 
Christ,  as  His  representatives  in  this  disordered  world,  are  charged 
with  the  great  duty  of  supporting  those  who  give  themselves  to  the 
preaching  of  this  gospel.  Great  is  the  obligation  on  the  Churches 
then,  and  on  those  who  have  the  spiritual  oversight  of  them,  to  be 
engaged  with  their  hearts,  and  their  hands,  and  their  talents,  and 
their  means,  in  this  work.  It  is  indispensible  to  its  success,  that 
the  Pastors  of  churches  shall  labor  to  instruct  their  people  in  the 
importance  of  sending  the  gospel  to  all  linds,  and  duty  of  contribu- 
ting liberally  of  their  substance  to  its  universal  dissemination.  It 
is  not  enough,  then,  that  they  themselves  give,  but  that  they  strive 
to  lead  others  to  give  also.  That  they  open  to  the  minds  of  their 
people  the  delightful  privilege  of  consecrating  their  gains  as  well  as 
their  persons  to  the  Lord. 

There  is  one  point  to  which  your  Committee  would  particularly 
invite  attention.  It  is  the  proportion  which  should  always  exist 
between  the  measure  of  light  and  means  possessed,  and  the  amount 
of  contribution  offered.  This  is  clearly  and  forcibly  taught  in  the 
Savior's  words,  '"To  whom  much  is  given,  of  him  much  will  be 
required."  Our  Heavenly  Father  has,  in  His  infinitely  wise  plan, 
given  to  some  of  his  people  a  larger  measure  of  light  and  knowledge 
and  a  larger  amount  of  this  world's  goods,  than  to  others.  And  for 
what  reason  !  Evidently  that  they  may  do  Him  the  greater  honor 
and  accomplish  the  more  for  His  cause  in  the  earth.  They  are  the 
Almoners  of  His  bounty  to  the  destitute,  the  dispensers  of  His 
grace  to  the  guilty,  the  distributors  of  His  blessings  to  the  unworthy. 
These  have  the  opportunity  arul  may  enjoy  the  honor  and  the  priv= 
ilege  of  knowing  that  "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive"— 
imitating  the  example  of  Him  who  "went  about  doing  good." 

And  what  ample  room  for  this  labor  of  love,  this  work  of  faith 
beneficence  is  presented  to  the  people  of  God  in  the  present  stale 
of  our  world.  In  our  country,  in  our  State,  many  are  the  waste 
places  to  be  built  up,  numerous  the  dark  corners  to  be  enlightened, 
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formidable  the  strong  holds  of  Satan  to  be  demolished.  The  low 
standard  of  morals  among  our  domestics  needs  lobe  raiaed,  their 
souls  need  the  converting  grace  of  God,  that  they  may  pass  from 
death  unto  life,  become  faithful  in  their  duties  to  God  and  their 
masters,  and  be  at  peace  among  themselves.  Not  a  few  of  their 
owners  desire  them  to  have  the  word  of  life,  and  are  ready  to  sustain 
such  ministers  as  have  the  aptitude  to  reach  them  and  may  be  relied 
upon  for  their  piety  and  integrity.  In  various  parts  of  our  State 
whole  settlements  seem  ready  to  perish  for  lack  of  knowledge.  The 
Macedonian  cry  is  heard  from  them — ''come  over  and  help  us.'' 

When  we  cast  our  eyes  over  this  wide  world  what  appalling 
scenes  present  themselves  to  our  view.  Millions  of  our  race  ground 
down  under  the  iron  bondage  of  sin  in  its  various  hideous  forms — 
its  miserable  subjects  sinking  into  death  and  hell.  What  can  relieve 
them  but  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ?  And  this  blessed  Gospel, 
this  remedy  for  all  the  woes  of  man,  God's  people  have.  They  feel 
its  sanative  power  in  their  souls!  And  shall  they  not  send  it  to 
those  who  are  perishing  for  want  of  it  ?  And  this  too,  when  our 
young  men  are  waking  up  to  the  duty  of  dedicating  themselves  to 
the  missionary  enterprise,  and  our  ministers  are,  in  great  numbers, 
manifesting  an  earnest  desire  to  be  engaged  in  supplying  destitute 
places  at  home,  and  to  go  forth  to  the  perishing  heathen,  to  bear  to 
them  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  !  And  what  hinders  these  devoted 
men  from  occupying  the  places  which  so  much  need  their  labors  ? 
Is  it  want  of  pecuniary  means  on  the  part  of  thousands  of  God's 
Israel  ?  No!  these  thousands  possess  ample  wealth  for  sustaining 
these  laborers,  and  other  laborers  still  ipore  numerous  in  the  great 
work  of  evangelizing  the  world.  It  is  not  then  because  there  is 
not  sufficient  wealth  in  the  Churches,  but  because  this  wealth  is  not 
presented  an  offering  to  God.  It  is  because  it  is  withheld  from  the 
Lord's  treasury. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  Reso* 
Unions  for  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention  : 

1.  That  the  Pastors  of  the  Churches  be  affectionately  urged  to 
preach  to  their  people  with  zeal  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  and  Fo- 
reign Missions,  and  that  they  often  converse  with  them  on  the  ob« 
ligation  of  fervent  prayer  for  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  their 
Heavenly  Father,  and  of  liberal  contributions  for  its  advancement. 

2.  That  the  members  of  our  Churches  be  affectionately  entreated 
to  consider  their  duty  in  this  matter,  and  that  they  sincerely  enquire 
of  their  own  hearts  and  consciences  if  they  have  done,  for  the 
Lord's  cause,  what  it  is  in  the  power  of  their  hands  to  do.  That 
they  meditate  with  much  seriousness  upon  the  curse  pronounced 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  Meroz,  because  they  came  not  up  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against 
the  mighty." 

3.  That  the  Missionary  Journal,  published  by  Bro.  H.  K.  Ellyso'n, 
at  Richmond, Va.,  be  recommended  to  the  members  of  our  churches, 
as  worthy  of  their  patronage.  This  work  comes  out  monthly,  and 
contains  besides  judicious  articles  pertaining  to  the  missionray  en- 
terprise, the  latest  missionary  intelligence  from  the  Foreign  and 
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Domestic  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  of  other 
Missionary  Bodies.    lis  price  is  one  dollar  a  year. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Tuesday — Afternoon  Session. 

After  recess,  Convention  met  at  2£  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Committee  on  accounts  submitted  their  report  which  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  without  the  exhibits, 
and  that  the  exhibits  be  tiled  with  the  Secretary  and  a  copy  with  the 
Treasurer. 

On  motion,  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Con- 
vention are  due  to  brother  A.  J.  Lawton  for  the  fidelity  with  which 
he  has  performed  his  official  duties. 

On  motion.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  we  request  our  Secretary 
to  address  through  the  Carolina  Baptist,  an  appeal  to  the  churches 
and  preachers  in  this  State,  favorable  to  ministerial  education,  en- 
treating their  voluntary  co-operation  with  us  upon  the  plan  adopted 
in  this  convention  for  raising  funds  for  the  Furman  Theological 
Institution,  and  that  said  p'.an  be  stated  in  that  address. 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  the 
patronage  of  the  denomination  in  the  State  generally,  the  Carolina 
Baptist  Newspaper,  edited  and  published  by  brother  T.  W.  Haynes 
at  Charleston. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  prepare  a  resolution  expressive  of 
the  feelings  of  this  Convention  on  the  loss  they  have  sustained  by 
the  death  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  K.  Mclver,  to  be  inserted  in  the  Mi- 
nutes, and  also  in  the  columns  of  the  Carolina  Baptist. 

The  report  ofthe  Committee  to  nominate  a  Treasurer,  was  taken 
up.  When  on  motion,  Dr.  M.  T.  Mendcnhall  was  elected  unani- 
mously the  Treasurer  ot  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  brother  J.Tupper  was  appointed  to  attend  to  the  trans- 
fer  ofthe  specialities  in  the  hands  ofthe  late  Treasurer,  and  to  take 
the  bond  of  the  Treasurer  elect. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
Minutes  of  this  meeting  be  committed  to  the  Secretary,  the  amount 
of  1500  copies.

The  Board  met.    Present — Davis,  Johnson,  S.  Fur  man,  Bodkin, 
Mclver,  Culpepper,  Mobley,  Dargan,  Wat  kins,  Professor  Furman, 
Lide. 

T.  P.  Lide  was  elected  Secretary 

J.  C.  Furman  and  Dr.  Mclver,  were  appointed  to  ascertain  and 
report  the  amount  of  Bonds  and  subscriptions  obtained  by  volunta* 
ry  agents  for  the  endowment  of  a  third  Professorship. 

A  Committee  of  seven  was  appointed  to  consider  the  practicability 
of  proceeding  at  once  to  elect  a  3d  Professor,  and  to  nominate  a  suit- 
able person  for  said  professorship,  viz:  Dr.  Johnson,  Dr.  Mclver,  S. 
Furman,  Watt  ins,  J.  C.  Fmman  Dargan,  Culpepper.  On  motion, 
the  President  was  added  to  the  Committee, 

Mr.  C.  Entzminger  of  Richland,  having  given  to  the  Institution  a 
tract  of  land  in  Fairfield,  which  cost  him  $3200,  and  Mr.  J.  Evans 
of  Chester,  a  Bond  *bi  $1000,  the  Board  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
these  brethren  for  their  liberal  donations. 

The  Committee  on  Bonds,  Subscriptions,  and  Annuities  for  3rd 
Professor,  reported  a  capital  in  bonds,  land  and  subscriptions  (rating 
the  land  at  cost)  ot  $9950,  which  with  rental  of  land  at  $150  per 
annum,  will  yield  an  interest  of  $601.01.  Aggregate  of  annuities

The  Board  met,  and  after  prayer  by  brother  Rice,  proceeded  to 
business.  Present,  Johnson,  A.  G.  Lawton,  Mendenhall,  J.  A. 
Lawton,  Rice,  Watkins,  Lide 

A  letter  was  sumbitted  to  the  Board  from  the  Fairfield  Church  ; 
requesting  that  Professor  Furman  be  released  from  all  his  duties  in 
the  Seminary  excepting  those  belonging  to  his  Theological  Profes- 
sorship, and  be  allowed  to  serve  them  as  Pastor,  in  consideration  of 
which  they  would  pledge  him  a  saUry  of  $400,  and  thereby  reduce 
the  expenses  of  the  Board.  This  arrangement  was  acquiesced  in  by 
the  Board,  and  Professor  Furmau's  salary  was  accordingly  reduced 
to  6600.

Resolved,  1st.,  That  we  are  sensibly  affected  by  the  death  of  our 
beloved  brother,  as  a  serious  loss  to  the  interests  of  our  Zion  gen- 
erally,  and  particularly  to  those  of  the  Furman  Theological  Institu- 
tion. Benevolent,  liberal,  consistent  in  his  christian  course, his  light 
shone  before  his  fcllowmen  with  mild  but  effective  influence.  Long 
will  the  dear  deceased  be  held  in  affectionate  remembrance  by  his 
brethren  in  general,  but  especially  by  the  Church  of  which  he  was 
a  deacon,  the  community  of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  by  this 
Board  of  which  he  was  an  ornament,  For  the  righteous  shall  be 
held  in  everlasting  remembrance.

line  be  stricken  out  and  the  word  **  agent''  be  inserted.  That  the 
word  'they'  in  the  31>t  line  be  stricken  out  and  the  word  'he'  inserted,

Met  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  Society  and  the  congregation  were  addressed  by  M.  R. 
Suaues,  the  President,  and  W.  T.  Rambaut 

The  President  having  performed  the  duty  assigned  him,  of  alter- 
ing the  Constitution,  read  it,  which,  being  unanimously  adopted,  is 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  the  energies  of  the  Baptist  de* 
nomination,  in  the  United  States,  should  be  elicited  and  combined 
in  support  of  the  Bible  cause,  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  contained  in 
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the  book  styled  the  Bible,  may  be  distributed  in  all  lande;  and 
whereas,  the  organization  of  State  Societies,  connected  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  presents  the  opportunity  of  effecting 
this  object, — we,  whose  names  are  hereunto  annexed,  do  agree  to 
form  ourselves  into  a  State  Bible  Society,  and  be  governed  by  the 
following  Constitution. 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  South  Carolina  Baptist  Bible 
Society,  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

2.  Its  single  object  shall  be  to  aid  in  the  circulation  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  in  all  lands. 

3.  Any  person  who  shall  pay  annually  into  the  Treasury  of  this 
Society,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  shall  le  a  member;  ten  dollars  at  any 
one  time,  a  member  tor  life;  thirty  dollars  at  any  one  time,  a  di- 
rector for  life. 

4.  The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  be  employed  in  supplying  the 
wants  of  the  State,  and  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  institution; 
the  surplus  then  shall  be  sent  to  the  Board  either  of  Foreign  or 
Domestic  Missions,  as  the  Society  or  its  Executive  Committee  shall 
direct. 

5.  The  Society  shall  annually  elect  a  President,  four  Vice-Pres- 
idents, a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  constitute  an  Exec- 
utive Committee  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Society  in 
its  recess,  and  make  a  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  Society  at 
its  stated  meetings.  A  majority  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  business.  These  officers  shall  hold  the  rank  and  perform 
the  duties  appertaining  to  similar  Societies.  Life  Directors  shall  be 
^entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

6.  There  shall  be  an  annual  and  semi-annual  meeting  of  this  So- 
ciety. The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  ot 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Convention  of  the  Baptist  Denom- 
ination in  South  Carolina.  The  semi-annual  meeting  shall  be  held 
at  the  Furman  Institution,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

7.  This  Society  will  readily  receive  similar  Societies  throughout 
the  State,  into  membership,  and  welcome  their  delegates  to  a  seat 
with  all  iis  privileges.  The  officersof  such  Societies  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  this  Society  e::-officio.  Such  contributions  as  th<*y  shall  send 
up  shall  be  determined  by  themselves  as  to  amount  and  designation. 

8.  Delegates  may  be  appointed  to  the  South'n  Baptist  Convention. 
Prayer,  by  D.  Peeples.  Adjourned.

fine  Bibles  and  Testaments  from  the  A.  and  F.  Bible  Society,  and 
to  transmit  the  remainder  of  the  funds  $23  37^  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Board  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Adjourned.

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SECTION"  I. 
Design  and  obligations  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  deriving  its  existence 
from  the  appointment  of  the  Stale  Convention  of  the 
Baptist  denomination  in  South  Carolina,  and  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  design  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Seminary  of  learning  for  the  intellectual 
and  religious  improvement  of  such  persons  as  are 
called  of  God  to  preach  the  gospel,  will  ever  hold  itself 
amenable  to  that  body  for  the  right  discharge  of  this 
high  and  solemn  trust. 

SECTION  II. 
Officers  of  the  Board. 

Article  I.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Secretary  and  Treasu-  Officers, 
rer,  and  an  Agent,  to  be  called  the  Executive  Agent, 
to  be  elected  annually,  and  to  continue  in  office  until 
a  new  election.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
Vice  President,  any  member  of  the  Board  may  be  cal- 
led upon  to  preside  pro  tern. 

Article  II,  The  President  and  Vice  President  shall  ^heir  duties 
exercise  the  functions  ordinarily  devolving  on  such  President,  V. 
officers.    The  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  President  and 
of  the  Board  in  a  substantial  book,  which  shall  be  open  Secretary, 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Board  at  all  its  meetings.  He 
shall  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board, 
and  carefully  preserve  all  papers  put  on  file.  The 
Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  and  speciali-  Treasurer, 
ties  belonging  to  the  Board,  and  keep  separate  accounts 
of  all  the  sums  contributed  for  different  objects  ;  and 
shall  render  regular  accounts  of  them  to  the  Board  at 
its  stated  meetings.    He  shall  hold  his  office  until  the 
last  day  of  the  next  meeting  after  his  election,  and 
until  another  shall  be  elected,  give  bond,  and  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  For  tbe  faithful  discharge 
of  his  trust,  he  shall  give  bond  and  security  to  the  Board 
in  such  sum  as  they  may  from  time  to  time,  require. — 
He  shall  pay  no  money  out  of  the  funds  but  by  order 
of  the  Board,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer.  And 
should  the  said  office  become  vacant  by  death,  or 
otherwise,  the  said  vacancy  shall  .be  filled  by  the 
Professors,  and  the  person  so  elected  by  the  Pro- 
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fessors  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board,  and  until  another  shall  be  elected, 
give  bond  and  security,  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office.  And  the  Treasurer  so  elected  shall  give 
bond,  and  do  all  the  duties  required,  and  in  the  same 
manner,  as  if  elected  by  the  Board.  The  Executive 
Agent  (who  shall  reside  near  the  Institution,)  shall  be 
charged  with  a  general  supervision  of  its  interests. — 
He  shall  take  special  care  of  the  buildings  and  land, 
attending  to  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  former, 
and  the  reniing  of  the  latter,  when  there  is  atiy  to  be  so 
disposed  of.  The  Professors  shall  employ  a  Steward* 
over  whose  department  they  shall  exercise  such  control 
as  to  require  that  meals  be  regulorly  served  upin  a  pro- 
per manner,  at  stated  hours,  which  they  shall  appoint. 
The  Executive  Agent  shall  require  him  to  take  good 
care  of  the  commons,  buildings  and  premises;  to  cause 
the  Institution  building  to  be  swept  clean  twice  a  week; 
and  to  take  charge  of  the  rooms  of  the  students  during 
vacations.  As  his  compensation,  they  shall  allow  him 
the  use  ot  the  Steward's  premises  without  rent,  and 
such  a  sum  per  month  for  each  student  as  the  Board 
may  determine,  and  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  in  ad- 
vance,  by  the  students,  or  their  parents,  or  patrons. — 
And  in  case  of  failing  to  discharge  his  duties,  as  spe- 
cified in  this  Article,  the  Professors  shall  have  power 
to  remove  him,  and  to  put  another  in  his  stead.  The 
Executive  Ajjent  shall  make  a  written  report  of  his 
doings  to  the  Board,  at  its  meetings. 

SECTION  III. 
Meetings  of  the  Board. 

Article  I.  The  Board  shall  hold  two  meetings  in 
the  year  ;  one  at  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, to  be  styled  the  annual  meeting,  and  to  com- 
mence on  the  day  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.M.;  the  other  at  the  Institution  to  begin 
at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.  on  Saturday  before  the  third  Lord's 
Day  in  June,  and  to  be  styled  the  semi-annual  meeting. 

Article  II.  Extra  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  with  the  concurrence  of  any  five  members 
of  the  Board. 

Article  III.  A  quorum,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members. 

Article  III.  The  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number,  or  some  other  suitable  person,  to  deliver,  at 
their  semi-annusl  meeting,  before  the  body,  the  Fa- 
culty, and  the  students,  a  discourse,  to  be  styled  the 
Commencement  Discourse. 
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SECTION  I. 
Name  and  design  of  the  Seminary. 

Article  I.  The  Seminary  shall  be  called  the  Fur- 
man  Theolocical  Institution  Name, 

Article  II.  Its  object  shall  be  the  improvement  in 
useful  and  religious  knowledge  of  such  persons  as  give  Ohject- 
evidence  that  they  desire  to  exercise  the  gospel  min. 
istry  in  obedience  to  the  will  of  God,  with  a  view  to 
the  promotion  of  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer,  and  with 
an  avowed  dependence  on  the  Holy  Spirit  for  success 

SECTION  II. 
The  Faculty. 

Article  I.  The  Faculty  shall  consist  of  as  many  xumberand 
Professors  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Institution  may  de- character 
mand,  and  the  means  of  the  Board  may  enable  them 
to  sustain.    They  shall  be  members  in  good  standing 
of  the  Baptist  Denomination. 

Article  II.  They  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their  p^^g^ 
number  as  their  presiding  officer.  When  such  election 
may  not  be  practicable,  from  the  smallness  of  their 
number,  the  dutiesof  the  presiding  officer  shall  devolve 
upon  the  senior  Professor. 

Article  III.  The  President  shall  preside  in  all  ^  Duties  of 
meetings  .of  the  Faculty,  and  on  all  public  occasions. 
He  shall  call  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  whenever  he 
shall  deem  it  expedient  to  do  so,  or  when  he  shall  be 
requested  to  do  so  by  any  two  members.  He  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  expressing  his  views,  and  of  giving  his 
vote,  in  all  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  like  any  other 
member  ;  and  in  case  of  an  equal  division,  shall  have 
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the  right  to  give  the  casting  vote.  He  shall  be  spe- 
cially charged  with  taking  cognizance  of  the  general 
conduct  of  the  students  as  prescribed  by  the  rules  re- 
lating to  them,  and  shall  perform  such  executive  duties 
as  may  be  devolved  upon  him  by  the  Faculty. 
Admission  Article  IV.  The  Faculty -shall  carefully  examine 
ofstudents.  all  candidates  for -admission,  requiring;  of, each  one  a 
certificate  from  the  church  of  which  he  is.  a  member, 
that  they  approve  of  his  design  of  entering  upon  tho 
ministry,  and  admitting  no  one  whose  character ,  does 
not  give  promise  of  his  becoming  a  goad  minister  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Dischargeof  Article  V.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  dissolve 
s  u  ents.  t^e  corinex;()a  of  any  student  with  the  Institution, 
whose  connexion  would,  in  their ' judgment,  prove  in- 
jurious to  its  interests:  the  privilege  being  reserved  to 
such  student  to  appeal,  should  he  choose  to  do  so,  to 
the  Board. 

Government  Article  VI.  They  shall  adopt  a  system  of  By-laws, 
of  Faculty.  regulating  the  daily  devotional  exercises,  the  times  of 
recitation,  the  permission  of  students  to  be  absent,  the 
rooms  they  shall  occupy,  the  privilege  in  fpecial  cases 
of  residing  elsewhere  than  at  the  1st  it  ui  ion,  the  man- 
agement of  rhe  library,  atsd  all  ot her  similar  matters  — 
These  by-laws  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  their 
approval,  and  when  so  approved,  to  be  of  equal  force 
with  these  rules. 

To  report.         Article  VII.  The  Executive  Agent,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Professors,  shall  make  a  written  re- 
port to  the  Board,  at  its  regular  meetings,  of  the  state 
TextBooksof  the  Institution. 

Article  VIII.  Each  Professor  shall,  as  early  as 
convenient,  submit  to  the  Board,  for  its  approval,  a 
statement  of  the  text  books  he  designs  to  use,  and  of 
the  plan  of  studies  he  designs  to  pursue  ;  the  use  of  no 
text  book  or  plan  of  instruction  to  be  adopted  or  con- 
Residence,      tinned,  contrary  to  the  juygment  of  the  Board. 

Article  IX.  The  several  members  of  the  Faculty 
Resignation,   shall  statedly  reside  near  the  Institution. 

Article  X.  Any  member  of  the  Faculty  intending 
to  resign,  shall  give  6  months  notice  of  such  intention. 

SECTION  III.  *, 
Course  of  Study. 
Article  f.  The  regular  course  of  study  shall  con- 
sist of  Biblical  Literature  and  Interpretation,  emcbrac- 
ing  the  original  languages  of  the  Bible,  Biblical  Geo- 
graphy and  Antiquities,  the  Principles  of  Interpreta- 
tion, the  Canonical  Authority' of  the  Scriptures,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  constitute  an  appropri- 
ate introduction  to  the  study  of  the  Sacred  Volume. — 
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
